1. Perleberg residents report that about 300 motor vehicles, 50 to 70 motorcycles, 
50 AT guns, and 50 mortars passed through the town between 6 and $ March 1951. 
They came from Perleberg and from the direction of Pritzwalk and Wittenberge 
and proceeded toward the Lenzen-Karstedt area, Observed in the streets of 
Perleberg on 12 March were vehicles belonging to Headquarters GOFG, Headquarters 
Third Shock Army, the 18th Mechanized Division, the 207th Motorized Rifle 
Division, and headquarters units both of the Thir@ Shock Army and the Ninth 
Rifle Corps,
